LONDON, May 2fi.—6:31 p. m—A dis- 


patch to the Central News, from Tokio 
says tho Japanese huvc stormed and cap- 
tured tho town of Kin Chou, about 32 
miles north oi Port Arthur, 


In an earlier message tho Tokio cor- 


respondent of tho Central News cabled 
that Japanese spies had ascertained that 
the Russians had thirty guns at Kin 
Chou, and numerous mines and wire en- 
tanglements nt nil tho points where a 
Japanese attack was 
expected. The 


fighting is snid to have taken place to- 
day. After tho occupation of Kin-Cliou 
tho Russians retired in good order to 
the heights further south, which were 
attacked by tho full Japanese force and 
carried after a stubborn resistance. 


LONDON, May 2C.—7:07 p. m.—The 


correspondent of the Central News 
at 


Tokio cables thnt the Japanese attack- 
ed Kan-qwa-ling on the narrowest part 
of the Kwan-r.ung peninsula yesterday 
and drove bncl: 'the Russians by main 
force. The attack on Kin-cliou, tho dis- 
patch adds, was begun at dawn tonight 
nnd by noon Kin-Chou was in tho hands 
of the Japanese who occupied the castle.

.NO NEWS FROM STOESSEL. • 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 20,—6:20 p. 


m.—While no news has been received 
from Lieut. Oen. Stoessel, commander of 
the Russian troops at Port Arthur, the 
war office is inclined to believe that se- 
vere CighUnjr is in progress in the south- 
ern p.irt of the Lino Tung peninsula, 
above the narrowest point of the penin- 
sula b~ut .no credence is attached to thp 
reports of tho Japanese having entered 
the Kwnng Tung peninsula south of and 
connected with the Lino Tung. This is 
considered impossible before the capture 
of Kin Chou, which it is believed here 
would involve long and difficult siege op- 
erations.

Simms and Nelson, per- 
formed a remarkable surgical operation 
upon Mrs. William Pratt, of the Lake 
Shore road, one of the best known ladies 
in the southern section of the county. 


There was ^removed a. .fibroid tumor, 


including the womb 
and 
ovaries. It 


was very large, weighing from 12 to 13 
pound's^ In performing the operation it. 
was necessary, to make an incision .sixr 
teen inches long in the abdomen, in or- 
der to remove-the growth:

When the doctor made the incision 


and got down to the tumor he found 
that it involved the; uterus, ovaries ;ani 
womb in one'solid mass, making it-nec- 
essary to remove all of these: organs. 
Owing to the chronic nature of the.case' 
adhesion had taken .place, which had' 
fastened the'growth to abdominal walls, 
making the operation difficult and haz- 
ardous. 


PATIENT REVIVES. 


Following the operation 'extreme col- 


lapse 
followed, all signs of the pulse 


and heart being lost. On rallying from 
the shock the pulse became feeble and 
rapid, running ns high us 100 beats per 
minute. Then gradually and slowly na-' 
ture rcassertcd_Jier_self and the heart 
lic"i'ion~after''a few'hours assumed nor- 
mal conditions. 


Lnst. evening-wns the critical period 


of the operation and the temperature 
and pulse increased for a few hours, but 
tocliiy have again assumed normal con- 
ditions and' to all appearances the pa- 
tient is out of "danger, and unless some 
unforeseen complications occur, such as 
blood poisoning, -ihc will recover.

TWO BULLETS FIRED. 


Shortly after the affair and the pas- 


sengers and Mrs. 'Yule were over the 
Tight, a brakemnn came in and stated 
that a bullet had also been fired through 
the window of a coach ahead of the one 
we occupied. I'do not believe .an at- 
tempt was made to shoot anyone, but 
that boys or some other persons shot 
ecklessly at the train as it passed, or 
jerhaps the .shodting-was'accidental.- Of 
;ourse there is always'danger when bul- 
.ots arc flying around and Mrs. Yule 
iind a narrow escape, but the story of 
anvonc firing'at me is ridiculous, for it 
was impossible for anyone to see me 
from outside the coach." 


Mr. Cooper said lie was not cut on 


the hand by glass nor was Mrs. Yule 
injured. Detectives are at work to as- 
certain who did the shooting. Of late 
there have been rocks thrown at pass- 
ing trains and shots fired all along the 
line from Chicago to Milwaukee.

tidote for carbolic acid poisoning, says 
The London .Daily NCTVS! 


Some time ago his attention was 


drawn to two horses which' were evi- 
dently suffering from poisoning. On ex- 
amining one he noticed that the mu- 
cous surface of the mouth -was blanch- 
ed, and , that the • animal was stagger- 
ing. There was a general twitching of 
the muscles, the eyes were staring, and 
the animal was rapidly 
nsnumnig a 


comatose condition. Mr. Allen asked for 
some oil,, linseed for preference, if not, 
any kind of oil that was handy. Some 
was brought, and about two wineglasses 
full administered to one of the animals, 
the'effect being, to quote Mr, Allen, mir- 
aculous. For the first time he then no- 
ticed that the "oil" which had been giv- 
en to the horse was the ordinary tur- 
pentine of commerce. So satisfied was 
he with the result that he gave the sec- 
ond horse.a dose, although at that time 
the animal was unconscious. In. about 
ten 
minutes it 
recovered, and both 


horses were at work the next day as if 
notliing had happened. 


Not long'after this, by a peculiar co- 


incidence, Mr. Allen-was asked to look 
at a blacksmith, who, after drinking a 
glass of stout, had become very ill. In 
the forge the veterinary found the smith 
in a condition of eoraa, a strong smell of 
carbolic 
acid pervading 
the premises. 


Ultimately he discovered that the man 
had drunk out of the wrong vessel, and 
imbibed a solution of the acid instead 
of the stout. A doctor was at once sent 
for, but, in the meantime, Mr. Allen ad- 
ministered a dose of turpentine 
that 


happened to be on the premises, and the 
mnn not only quickly recovered, but re- 
sumed his1 work-within an hour. .

At 9 o'clock this morning Matt Thel- 


cn, George JIuson and Arthur Dever- 
oaux, three Chicago men, charged with

railway, just south of Corliss station, 
were arraigned before Court Commis- 
sioner John T. Wcntworth this morning. 
All waived examination and were held 
to tho municipal court in bonds of $1,- 
000 etioh. The trio signified their desire 
to plead guilty, "take their medicine," 
as they termed 
it. District Attorney 


GUtina at once proceeded to prepare the 
informations and said the 
men could 


plead later in the clay. 


Thelen and Mason.are certainly bad 


men, the former having served 
seven 


years in Jolict on charge of highway 
robbery and assault with intent to mur- 
der, shotoing n man whom he held up. 
Thelen served four years on charge of 
burglary and has been convicted of oth- 
er crimes. Devercaux has never been 
in troublo before and comes of a very 
good family. 


The three prisonurs were brought up 


shortly before 12 o'clock ready to plead 
guilty. They were placed in tho office 
of Court Commissioner Wcntworih, it 
having boon decided that each should 
plcnd guilty separately and receive sen- 
tence. 


GETS EIGHT YEARS. 


Edward Mason was the first to plead. 


District Attorney Gittins read the in- 
formation. Mason said ho was S7 years 
old; that his home WBH in Chicago and 
he was a single man; had been working 
for the C. & N. W. railway as fireman 
one and one-half years and worked in a 
coal yard about tho same length of time. 
Ho had been in trouble once before for 
fighting in Chicago. Judge Smieding in- 
formed the prisoner that the penalty for 
tho crime ho had committed was from 
one to twenty years. He then sentenc- 
ed tho prisoner to tho state prison 
at 


Waupun for a term of eight years, the 
first day to be solitary'confinement. 


THREE YEARS FOR YOUTH. 


Walter Devcreaux was tho next prison- 


er arraigned. With a lump in his throat 
nnd tears in his eyes, he told the judge 
that ho wa* born in Chicago; was 22 
years old and a teamster in the employ 
of his father. It was tho first time he 
was ever charged with a crime in his life 
He had always led a good life until he 
got in with the other two men. Thej 
asked him to take a ride to Milwaukee 
and he did not think they were going to 
do anything wrong. He wanted another 
chance, so that he could show the judge 
that he would bo all right. He was then 
sentenced to three years at 
Waupun 


prison. 


EIGHT FOR THIS ONE. 


Mnthew Thelen was the last of 
thi 


trio. His home was Chicago, where he 
lived with his mother, his father being 
dead. He had n brother a member of th 
United States Relief Corp. He was 2f 
years old and had spend five years in the 
reformatory and was released in 1900. He 
denied having robbed cars, .the Saturday 
evening before arrested and it'was th 
Intention of the district attorney, to sub 
mit proof but Judge Smieding did not 
'think it would be right. 
The prisoner 


was then sentenced to state prison for 
n terra of S years. 


GANG BROKEN UP. 


Tom Burns of Corliss, who surprised 


the thieves when robbing tho cars, and 
who landed MRFOH, one of the worst of 
the crowd, was in tho city this after- 
noon. He believes that the sentencing of 
tho three will break up ono of the worst 
gangs in Chicago. Burns is certainly a 
terror to the many crooks who fitop at 
Corliss and they arc beginning to give 
that vicinity n wide berth. Tom is a 
valuable man of the Milwaukee railway 
company.

1:45 tm's afternoon by Sheriff Mutter 
and deputies. 


ASKS FOR A SEPARATION

There is no possible occasion for any 


good citizen to hark over the decision 
of tho supreme court in the anarchist 
Turner case. There is a pretense by the 
alleged friends of free speech, that this 
has been outraged in the now official 
deportation of a European anarchist, but 
this cannot be shown to be correct. This 
man Turner was not an American citi- 
zen, he had secured no rights in this 


country, and-his only mission as was un- 
mistakably disclosed in his addresses 
after being released on bail, was to stir 
up strife and dissention in this country 
and cnbroil employer with employe, if 
there was not enough now of this sort of 
business. 
• - 


On this point declared Chief1: Justice 


Fuller: 


"He is not one of the 
people to 


whom these things are secured, and can 
not become such by an attempt forbid- 
den by law. To appeal to the constitu- 
tion is to concede that this is a land 
governed by that supreme law, and as, 
under it, the power to exclude has been 
determined to exist, those who are ex- 
cluded can not assert the rights in gen- 
eral obtaining in a land to which they 
do not belong as citizens or otherwise." 


Comracnis upon the decision of 
the 


highest court in the land on this matter 
have, been numerous. One says: 


'•'In that sense—and it is the right 


sense—America is for Americans), 
and 


whether the- American citizenship is Ac- 
quired by birth or.by naturalization is 
not material. The holding of the court 
was in the line of preservation of law 
and of order To the. self-evident propo- 
sition that it is not only the right -but 
the duty of .a government to protect it- 
self, none but Turner and his disciples, 
or American citizens of the Atkinson 
stripe who are joining in' the griefs of 
Turner nnd Most, can object, and their 
objection is without merit." 


Another part of this subject touching 


upon the phase of the question as relates 
to the rights, of the citizen, 'and 
the 


rights of the foreigner,' and as affecting 
i-lic, right of the foreigner to appeal to 
the bill of rights, is well expressed in 
the following by the court: 


"It is, of course, true that if an alien 


is not permitted to enter this country, 
or, having entered contrary to law, is ex- 
pelled, ho is in fact cut off from worship- 
ing or speaking or publishing or peti- 
tioning in tho country, but that is mere- 
ly because of his exclusion therefrom. 
He is not one of the people to whom 
these things are secured and cannot be- 
come such by an attempt forbidden by 
law.'' 


Above all the right of a- country to 


protect itself from assaults within or 
assaults without should be unquestion- 
ed. The right to live docs not convey 
tho right to destroy human life, nnd 
commit violence ns minded. When the 
national life is assailed, the 
personal 


safety of the citizen is imperiled.

AGITATOR DEBS. 


Agitator Debs is another of the coun- 


try's agitators with the impression what 
lie says has to go. He is a warm friend 
of W. H. Hearst and really believes a 
combination is selfishly at work to de- 
feat his aspirations in behalf of the down 
trodden people. To such an extent have 
the fears of Mr. Debs worked upon his 
sensitive mind, that he is now engaged 
in the task of trying to get his brother 
socialists to believe they are in the thick 
of a brace game being worked upon them 
by several millions of \vorki.ngmen in the 
country as represented by their officials 
in union labor. In words he charges the 
men controlling the union labor move- 
ment, the leaders who arc by no means 
to be placed iu the class with whom it is 
possible to reason, 
but 
the 
conser- 


vative labor leaders who view with dis- 
tress, violence and other forms of intimi- 
dation that tend to deprive them of pub- 
lic sympathy where practiced, with being 
conspirators with capital and of using 
their power to keep the -working people 
of the country in economic slavery.

trade 
unions ' are 


against the interest of the masses; that 
it follows the interest of the masses lies 
with. the. triumph" of W. n. Hearst and 
of the socialistic principles advocated by 
Debs; that conservative leaders of un- 
ion labor organizations have conspired 
with leaders of capital and combines to 
strangle the American people. In order 
that the man who in 1S94 was commit-

The report says 
the college graduate has 200 times the 
chances the common school pupil has, 
and ten times the chance of the high 
school pupil. Further that the boy hav- 
ing unfortunately only an education not 
going past the common school, possesses 
but ont chance only in 0,000. Ail this 
would seem a terrible arraignment pf 
tho American common school, but the 
public in reading of such will ask from 
what basis of comparison these assum- 
ed differences ore made. If made from 
the comparison of 
success 
in 
gain- 


ing livelihoods, in attaining 
success 


on the forum and in high public places 
it can be claimed that some 
o[ 
the 


greatest of Americans never had any- 
thing beyond a common school education 
and that tlie great fortunes have been 
amssscd by the common school boy. 


In the years to come, no matter what 


may happen to higher 
education, the 


mainstay of the country will be in the 
common school with the assistance of 
the high school. It could hardly be oth- 
erwise. Not all American boys arc able 
or if able have the time, to gorge up 
with college, and university educations. 
They have to do the best they can and 
the more frills there are taken out of 
the plain, common school, the better it 
will be.

There is every reason for be- 
lieving our trade with 
Newfoundland

THE NECESSARY PROCEDURE 


Vf hloh Must be Followed In Conteptfd Elec- 


tion Ca»n« Before X&tlonul Convention. 
The following procedure for the hear-', 


ing of contested election cases at the . 
'Republican national convention will shed : 
some light as to the necessary steps to • 
be taken as regards the two sets of dele- 
gates named from Wisconsin: 


It is required that each set of contes- 


tants shall file with the national com-- 
mittee at least twenty days -before tho 
date of the meeting .of the national con- 
vention, which in this year is June 21, 
making it June 1 when the time limit ex- • 
pires, a brief stating in full the grounds 
of coutest or defense of such contest. 
The rules of the committee further des- 
cribe that at the time of meeting of the 
full committee, which is set for June 15, 
these contested cases shall be taken up 
in their order by states, alphabetically. 


This mode'of procedure, unless' chang- 


ed to suit the convenience of representa- 
tives of different contesting delegations, 
will. throw the Wisconsin contest down 
to the last to be heard. Under 
the 


course of-procedure the national commit- 
tee permits contesting delegations to be 
heard either in person or by'attorney, 
and agreements are usually reached in 
advance as to'how much time shall be 
occupied by both sides. The action of 
the national committee rules as to the 
making up of the temporary roll of the 
convention. The decision is as to which 
of the contesting delegations is entitled 
to scats, and tickets and badges are giv- 
en to the winning contestants. 


The whole question then goes before 


a committee on credentials of the con- 
vention proper, and the matter is decid- 
ed by the convention itself as to which 
of the contesting delegations, those giv- 
en the seats in the temporary organiga- 
tion or the contesting delegates, shall 
be given seats in the permanent conven- 
tion. Those having the primary right 
sit in the convention and vote upo_n all 
cases and questions except the particu- 
lar contest in which they are interested.- 
In this way, if the Wisconsin contest 
shall be carried into the convention it- 
self, upon a report pf the committee on, 
credentials, the delegation 
from 
the 


state which is given seats in the tem- 
porary .convention will vote upon all 
questions and upon all cases of contest 
down to the settlement of the Wisconsin 
case itself.

llacinc Man^Dnearths Pair Used 


by Soldiers Who Camped 


; 
Here in 1861. 


When.the civil war broke out in 1861 


Camp Utley was established in the south 
part of the city. At the time there 
were few houses in that section and sev- 
eral thousand soldiers from 
various 


parts of'Wisconsin assembled and camp- 
ed before going to the front. Natural- 
ly there was some pretty bad men in 
the crowd, many of whom would fight 
at the drop of the hat. In the 
city 


there were also some men who had rep- 
utations for fighting and many a fistic 
encounter was had with bloody results. 


Instead of using 
bare 
knuckles to 


pound each other, cast iron and brass 
knuckles were substituted. This morn- 
ing a prominent citizen was digging in 
his lot, which is about in the center of 
where the camp was located, when he 
unearthed a p.iir, or one of the iron 
knuckles. It is iu a gond stale of pre- 
servation and is highly prized as a relic. 
Possibly it is the only knuckle left of 
the large numbers used by the soldiers 
in the days'of the war.

"Verdict In the case of Wallace 


Pfeiffer, found lying dead on the 
hearthstone of the old Moore house li- 
brary. 


"Concussion of the brain,, preceded 


by mental shock or heart failure. 


"The body went on to Denver today." 
And below, separated by the narrow- 


est of spaces: 


"Mr. and Mrs. Francis Jeffrey, have 


decided to'give up their wedding tour 
and spend their honeymoon in Wash- 
ington. . They . will occupy the Ran- 
some house on K street" 


The last paragraph brought me back 


to the question then troubling my 
mind. Was it in the household of this 
newly married pair and in the possible 
secret passions underlying their union 
that one should look -for the cause of 
the murderous crime I secretly im- 
agined to be hidden behind this seem- 
Icg suicide, or were these parties In- 
nocent and old David Moore the one 
motive power in 'precipitating a trag- 
edy tho result of which had been to 
enrich him and impoverish them?

of'a check when In a .quiet'-talk with a 
reporter I learned that it was openly: 
stated by those who had courage to 
speak that tlie .'.tie which had certainly

f rey and the handsome Miss Tuttle bfl* 
been entirely of her own weaving, *nd 
that -the person of Veronica Moore,;;

lady returned to England -and founded 
a hospital for poor and sick governess- 
es, whose condition was worse in those 
days than it i:i in this time of varied 
occupation for women.

Florence Nightingale was the original 


woman army nurse, and the idea that

Florence Nightingale gets her first 


name from the city where she was 
born. May 15, 1S20. Tier parents were 
wealthy English people sojourning for 
a time In Florence, Italy, 
They had 


also another daughter. When Florence 
was very young her parents returned 
to England an'd devoted themselves to 
the education and happiness of their 
daughters. " '

says the Japanese have stormed and cap- 
tured the town of Kin Chou, about 32 
miles north of Port Arthur. 


In an earlier message the Tokio cor- 


respondent of the Central News cabled 
that Japanese spies hnd ascertained that 
the Russians had thirty guns at Kin 
Chou, and numerous mines and wire en- 
tanglements at all the points where a 
Japanese attack was expected. The 
fighting is said to have taken place to- 
day. After the occupation of Kin-Chou 
the Russians retired in good order to 
the heights further south, which were 
attacked by the full Japanese force and 
carried after a stubborn resistance. 


LONDON, May 26—7:07 p. m.—The 


correspondent of the Central News at 
Tokio cables that the Japanese attack- 
ed Nan-qwa-ling on the narrowest part 
of the Kwan-tu:i£ peninsula yesterday 
and drove bnc'.: the Russians by main 
force. The attack on Kin-chou, the dis- 
patch adds, was begun at dawn tonight 
nnd by noon Kin-Chou was in the hands 
of the Japanese who occupied the castle. 
The fighting continued during the after- 
noon and was of the most desperate 
character. It is believed that the casual- 
ties were heavy. 


NO NEWS FROM STOESSEL. •

ANTIDOTE FOR CARBOLIC ACID 


AnBoillnhman HMTried Turpentine With 


&BTCM*. 


• A remarkable discovery hai appar- 


ently been made by a Dublin veterinary 
surgeon named Allen, respecting an an-, 
iidote for carbolic acid poisoning, says 
The London ,Daily Newsf 


Some time ago his attention was 


drawn to two horses which were evi- 
dently suffering from poisoning. Oil ex- 
amining one he noticed that the mu- 
cous surface of the mouth was blanch- 
ed, and that the animal was stagger- 
ng. There was a general twitching of 
;he muscles, the eyes were staring, and 
ihe animal was rapidly assumnig a 
comatose condition. Mr. Allen asked for 
some oil,, linseed for preference, if not, 
any kind of oil that was handy. Some 
was brought, and about' two 'wineglasses 
rull administered to one. of the animals, 
he effect being, to quote Mr. Allen, mir- 
aculous. For the first time he then no- 
ticed that the "oil" which had been giv- 
en to the horse was the ordinary tur- 
?cntine of commerce. So satisfied was 


with the result that he gave the sec- 


ond horse,a dose, although 'at that time 
;he animal was unconscious. In. about 
:en 
minutes it recovered,, and bcth 


horses were at work the next day as if 
nothing had happened. 


Not long'after this, by a peculiar co- 


ncidence, Mr. Allen.was asked to look 
at a blacksmith, who, after drinking a 
jlass of stout, had become very ill. In 
the forge the veterintiry found the smith 
n a condition of coma, a strong smell of 
carbolic acid pervading the premises. 
Ultimately he discovered that; the man 
lad drunk out of the wrong vessel, and 
imbibed a solution of the acid instead 
of the stout. A doctor was at once sent 
for, but, in the meantime, Mr. Allen ad- 
ministered a dose of turpentine that 
happened to be on the premises, and the 
man not only quickly recovered, but re- 
sumed his; work within an hour. 
. 


Turpentine, as an antidote in> similar 


cases, had been previously unknown, and 
i representative of the Daily, News re- 
cently sought put an expert .with a view 
of getting,* medical opinion upon a mat- 
ter of. so > much importance.; iVThe symp- 
toms in the case you mention," he .said, 
"arc distinctly those of carbolic acid poi- 
soning, and so successful does the treat- 
ment appear' to"have'been'that further 
experiments in the same direction are 
well worth trying. If subsequent exper- 
iment 
confirms the oil 
of turpentine 


treatment, then on every .packet or bot- 
tle containing carbolic acid should be 
printed this simple antidote."

Wright has been connected with the de- 
partment of economics for nearly six 
years, and Hajinis Taylor, former min- 
ister to Spain, has been asked to enter 
the law school as a special lecturer^ 
These men cannot be retained under 
Cardinal Satolli's new orders. 


There is a disposition ,particularly 


among some of the archbishops, to ques- 
tion this order at this time. The gen- 
eral trend of universities all over the 
country is to eliminate Hie denomina- 
tional feature and to work harmonious- 
ly with all Christian sects. The Catho- 
lic University is compelled to obey these 
orders implicitly, but there is no doubt 
that its faculty will be crippled in con 
sequence.

SENTENCED TO ' 


SM PBISON 


Edward Mason and Matthew 


Thelen Each Given Eight 


Years at Wauptin. 


WALTER DEVEREAUX 


GETS THREE YEARS 


Jrnhro Srnieding Inflicts Penalty Upon 


Three Men Who Were Caught 


Bobbing Cars Kear 


Corliss. 


At 9 o'clock this morning Matt Thel- 


cn, George Mason and Arthur Dever- 
caux, three Chicago men, charged with 
breaking into and robbing freight cars 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railway, just south of Corliss station, 
were arraigned before Court Commis- 
sioner John T. Wentworth this morning. 
AH waived examination and were held 
to the municipal court in bonds of $1,- 
000 each. The trio signified their desire 
to plead guilty, "take their medicine," 
as they termed it. District Attorney 
Git tins at once proceeded to prepare the 
informations and said the 
men could 


plead later in the day. 


Thelen and Mason are certainly bad 


men, the former having served seven 
years in Joliet on charge of highway 
robbery and assault with intent to mur- 
der, shotoing a man whom he held up. 
Thelen served four years on charge of 
burglary and has been convicted of oth- 
er crimes. Dcvereaux has never been 
in trouble before and comes of ,a very 
good family. 


The three prisoners were brought up 


shortly before 12 o'clock ready to plead 
guilt3r. They were placed in the office 
of Court Commissioner Wentworih, it 
having been decided that each should 
plead guilty separately and receive sen- 
tence. 


GETS EIGHT YEARS. 


Edward Mason was the first to plead. 


District Attorney Gittins read the in- 
formation. Mason said he was 37 years 
old; that his home was in Chicago and 
he was a single man; had been working 
for the C. & N. W. railway as fireman 
one and one-half years and worked in a 
coal yard about the same length of time. 
He had been in trouble once before for 
fighting in Chicago. Judge Smieding in- 
formed the prisoner that the penalty for 
the crime he had committed was from 
one to twenty years. He then sentenc- 
ed the prisoner to the state prison at 
Waupun for a term of eight years, the 
first day to be solitary confinement. 


THREE YEARS FOR YOUTH. 


Walter Devercaux was the next prison- 


er arraigned. With a lump in his throat 
and tears in his eyes, he told the judge 
that he was born in Chicago; was 22 
years old and a teamster in the employ 
of his father. It was the first time he 
was ever charged with a crime in his life. 
He had always led a good life until he 
got in with the other two men. They 
asked him to take a ride to Milwaukee 
and he did not think they were going to 
do anything wrong. He wanted another 
chance, so that he could show the judge 
that he would b« all right. He was then 
sentenced to three years at 
Waupun 


prison. 


EIGHT FOK THIS ONE. 


Mnthew Thelen v-as the last of the 


trio. His home was Chicago, where he 
lived with his mother, his father being 
dead. He had a brother a member of the 
United States Relief Corp. He was 28 
years old and had spend five years in the 
reformatory and was released in 1900. He 
denied having robbed cars, .the Saturday 
evening before arrested and it;was the 
Intention of the district attorney, to sub- 
mit proof but Judge Smieding did1 not 
think it would be right. The prisoner 
was then sentenced to state prison for 
n term of S years.

President Also TetlB Bon "Pries" and Snobs 


Are Contemptible. 


GROTON, Mass., May 24.—President 


Roosevelt made an address here at the 
conclusion of the prize day exercises to 
the assembled audience. In his opening 
remarks 
the president • addressed • his 


hearers as "Fellow parents and our boys." 
Continuing the president said that if a 
boy had not pluck, common sense and 
decency, he was of a pretty bad sort 
and a man without those qualities was 
even worse. He said parents had a right 
to expect much of their boys and that 
the lads must conduct themselves so as" 
to make their actions count for good, 
both at school and at college, and in 
after life. 
He admonished them that they must not 
in any degree become "prigs," and iirg; 
ed them to be strong," to be decent and 
to-be resourceful. "Boys and men,"'he 
said, "possessing such qualities' will n'ot 
be snobs. There are in our civic and soi 
cial life worse creatures than snobs," but 
no creature is more-contemptible."

The president alluded to the athletics 


of modern school lifo, saying that^lic be- 
lieved in athletics and sports and in the 
spirit which is back of .them. He said 
that if a boy were what he termed a 
"Molly Coddte," manly boys and men 
would have little tise for him and that 
if he did not possess the spirit, the 
pluck and the energy necessary to make 
him successful in athletics, he .probably 
would amount to little in after life. 


WEEKLY CROP REPOST 


•WASHINGTON, May 24.—The follow- 


ing is a summary of weekly crop report. 


While the fore part "of the week was 


too cool in the districts east of the Mis- 
sissippi river as a whole the temperature 
conditions were much more favorable 
than in the preceding week, the state of 
the Missouri valley and 
the Rocky 


mountain and Pacific coast districts ex- 
periencing highly satisfactory tempera- 
tures. Generally light rainfalls in the 
central valleys and over most of the 
southern states permitted the favorable 
progress of farm work, complaints of in- 
terruption being confined mainly to the 
upper Ohio valley. 


Corn planting has advanced very fav- 


orably except in portions of the central 
Mississippi and Ohio valleys, where it 
has been prevented ,by wet soil. 


In Iowa, Nebraska and Kansas plant- 


ing is nearly completed. 


In the central and east gulf the corn 


is generally small and backward, but 
has made good growth in Texas. Cut 
worms have proved very destructive in 
Kentucky, Tennessee and portions of the 
middle Atlantic states. 


Sjring wheat seeding is practically fin- 


ished, except in North Dakota where it 
is well advanced and the early sown is 
coming up and stooling well.. lin south- 
ern Minnesota, Montana and on the 
north Pacific coast, rain is needed to 
germinate the late sown". 


The general outlook for oats in. the 


principal oat producing states is'prom- 
ising. Seeding is finished', except .in the 
extreme {northern districts and'harvest 
is in progress in'the southern states;

of Mrs. Schultz, has also heard the story 
of 'the probable mnrder of his brother-in- 
law, but has never made an investiga- 
tion.

A SOUNO DECISION. 


There is no possible occasion for any 


good citizen to hark over the decision 
of the supreme court in the anarchist 
Turner case. There is a pretense by the 
alleged friends of free speech, that this 
has been outraged in the. now official 
deportation of a European anarchist, but 
this cannot be shown to be correct. This 
man Turner was not an American citi- 
zen, he had secured no rights in this 


country, and-his only mission as was un- 
mistakably disclosed in his addresses 
after being released on bail,; was to stir 
up strife and dissention in this_ country 
and enbroil employer with 'employe, ;if 
there was not enough now of this sort of 
business.

On this point declared Chief Justice 


Fuller: 


"He is not one of the people to 


whom these things are secured; and can 
not become such by an attempt forbid 
den by law. To appeal to the constitu- 
tion is to concede that this, is a land 
governed by that supreme law, and aa, 
under it, the power to exclude has been 
determined to exist, those who are ex- 
cluded can not assert the rights in gen- 
eral obtaining in a land to which they 
do not belong as citizens or otherwise." 


Comments upon the decision of the 


highest court in the land on. this matter 
have been, numerotis. One says: 


"In that sense—and it is the right 


sense—America..is for Americans', 
and 


whether the American citizenship is ae 
quired by birth or by naturalization is 
not material. The holding of the court 
was in the line of preservation of law 
and of order To the, self-evident propo- 
sition that it is not only the right Aut 
the duty of a government to protect it 
self, none but Turner and his disciples, 
or American citizens of the Atkinson 
stripe who are joining in' th'e griefs of 
Turner and Most, can object, and their 
objection is without merit." 


Another part of this subject touching 


upon the phase of the question as relates 
to the rights, of the citizen..'and the 
rights of the foreigner,: and-as affecting 
jthe right of the foreigner to appeal to 
the bill of rights, is well expressed in 
the following by the court: 


"It is, of'course, true that if an alien 


is not permitted to enter this country, 
or, having entered contrary to law, is ex- 
pelled, he is in fact cut off from worship- 
ing or speaking or publishing or peti- 
tioning in the country, but that is mere- 
ly because of his' exclusion 
therefrpm. 


He is not one of the people /to whom 
these things are secured and cannot/be- 
come such by an att'e'mpt forbidden'by 
law."

Above all the. right of a country to 


protect itself from assaults within or 
assaults withoiit should be unrniestion- 
ed. The right to live does not convey 
the right to .destroy human life, arid 
commit violence as minded. When the 
national life is assailed, 
the personal 


safety of the citizen is imperiled.

ing livelihoods, in attaining 
success 


on the forum and in high public places 
it can be claimed that some 
of

amassed by the common school boy. 


In the years to coine, no matter what 


may happen to higher . education, the 
mainstay of the country will be in the 
common .school with the assistance of 
the high school.

The following procedure for the hear- 


ing of contested election cams at tli« 
•Republican national convention will shed 
some tight as to the necessary step* to;' 
be taken ag regards the two sets of dele- 
gates named from Wisconsin: 


It is required that each set of contes- 


tants shall file with the national com- 
mittee at least twenty days before th« 
date of the meeting .of the national con- 
vention, which in this year is June 21, 
making it June 1 when the time limit ex- 
pires, a brief stating in full the ground* 
of contest or defense of such contest. 
The rules of the committee further des- 
cribe that at the time of meeting of the 
full committee, which is set for June 15, 
these contested cases.shall be taken up 
in their order by states, alphabetically. 


This mode'of procedure, unless' chang- 


ed to suit the convenience of representa- 
tives of different contesting delegations, 
will throw the Wisconsin contest down 
to the last to be heard. Under 
the 


course of-procedure the national commit- 
tee permits contesting delegations to be 
heard either in person or by attorney, 
and agreements are usually reached in 
advance as to how much time shall be 
occupied by both sides. The action of" 
the national committee rules as to the 
making up of the temporary roll of the 
convention. The decision is as to which 
of the contesting delegations is entitled 
to seats, and tickets and badges are giv- 
en to the .winning contestants. 


The whole question then goes befor« 


a committee on credentials of the con- 
vention proper, and the matter is decid- 
ed by the convention itself as to which 
of the contesting delegations, those giv- 
en the seats in the temporary organiga- 
tion or the contesting delegates, shall 
be giyen seats ,in the permanent conven- 
tion. Those having the primary right 
sit in the convention and vote upon ail 
cases and questions except, the particu- 
lar contest in which they are interested.- 
In this way, if the Wisconsin contest 
shall be carried into the convention it- 
self, upon a report of the committee on 
credentials, the delegation from the 
state which is given seats in the tem- 
porary convention will vote upon all 
questions and upon, all cases of contest 
down to the settlement of the Wisconsin " 
case itself.

' The last paragraph brought me back 
to the question then troubling my 
mind.'.Was it in the household'of this;

the murderous crime I secretly im- 
agined to be hidden behind this seem- 
ing suicide, or were these parties in- 
nocent 'and old David Moore the one 
motive power in precipitating a trag- 
edy the result of which had been to 
enrich him and impoverish them?

HE trained nurse's profession 
is so well -jstablished that It 
seems that it must have al- 
ways existed, yet the woman 
who originated it is still living 
an active, useful life. Florence.Night- 
ingale, was born on the 15th of May 
eighty-four years ago. Her health has 
nearly always been feeble, yet this frail, 
delicate 
woman 
revolutionized 
the 


method of taking care of sick and 
wounded soldiers and opened a new 
profession -to her sex. 
Florence Nightingale was the original 
woman army nurse, and the idea that 
women could and should be army 
nurses emanated entirely from her 
great heart and. brain. 
Florence Nightingale gets her first 


name from the city where she was 
born, May 15, 1820. "Her parents were 
wealthy English people sojourning for 
a. time in Florence. Italy. They had 
also another daughter. When Florence 
was very young her parents returned 
to England arid devoted themselves to 
the education and happiness of their 
daughters. •'•-'•-•" 


The girls had the best instruction the 
times afforded to ; their sex—no great 
amount o£ solid learning; still at the. 
age of seventeen Florence Nightingale 
spoke

• -Wherever she went, In London, Edin- 
burgh, Paris, she was attracted irre- 
sistibly to charity hospitals and homes, 
where her keen girl eyes noted methods 
of caring for the sick and Injured, and 
he* tender woman heart longed to be 
helping these too. She traveled with 
her father and mother over Europe and 
north Africa. Everywhere it was the 
same, visiting hospitals and the ailing 
poor. Even in Cairo she went to the 
homes of sick Arabs, giving them mon- 
ey and such comfort as she could. The 
sick Ar,abs were amazed at her kind- 
ness. No white person had ever cared 
anything about them before. 


In her Investigations in Europe Miss 
Nightingale discovered at Kaisers- 
werth, near Dusseldorf, a house of 
nursing deaconesses. 
It had been 


founded in 1836 by Pastor Fliedner and 
was" probably the first training school 
for women nurses. So long as her par- 
ents lived Florence Nightingale re- 
mained with them, cherishing them 
tenderly. Hers is one of those rare, 
sweet, gifted souls that are tender of 
all that lives, a soul apparently on the 
earth only to comfort and relieve, hav- 
ing no personal desires of its own. 
Her parents passed away blessing 
er. Then the good daughter hastened 
o Kaisersw.erth and put herself In 
training at tBe'h.6use-of the deaconess- 
es.. There 7-thifc'rirl , who '.had been1 
reared' in luxury; arid had1! a ;maid to 
perform ,* eacH :;Wini.ng service: for her

Work so heavy that ,'at" her home iu

man was done at the German deacon- 
esses' home with brave cheerfulness by 
Florence Nightingale* 


After her severe course of training in 
the house of deaconesses the young 
lady returned to England and founded 
a hospital for poor and sick governess- 
es, whose condition was worse In those 
days than it In in this time of varied 
occupation for women. Miss Nightin- 
gale ministered to the inmates 61 her 
hospital and largely supported It out of 
her private fortune. 


In 1854 .came the Crimean war— 


:France, -England'' arid Turkey against 
Russia. "The defective camp arid fleld 
military hospitals, the lack of sanita- 
tion and -appliances of comfort and 
cleanliness for soldiers, the trying cii- 
mate of the Crimea, caused the soldiers 
of the allies to sicken and die Bke poi- 
soned Hies. A great cry of horror and 
indignation rose in England. 
Could 


nothing be. done for British soldiers? 
British patriots and philanthropists at 
once set!themselves to" devise ways of 
relief." 


Florence Nightingale was one of 
those who grieved intensely at this hor- 
rible, useless pouring out of human 
life. She felt that she herself couia 
stop It if she could get the backing of 
the public and of the war department. 
She determined to write to the war de- 
partment and offer to go to the Crimea 
to do what might be done to lessen the 
fearful death rate. She wrote. 


The r British--war secretary at" that 


time was Sir-Sydney Herbert, a very 
able, progressive and humane man. He, 
too, 
had- been sitting up nights to de- 
vise-means of relief jfor the. sick and 
wounded. At length he said to him- 
self: "There: is.one .person in England, 
a .woman—Florence" Nightingale—who 
can 'c6pe -with this situation. I will 
write ari'd ask her to go to the Crimea." 


It was the strangest-sort of coinci- 
dence that the letters crossed each oth- 
er, and Miss Nightingale received the 
war secretary's 'Invitation to go to the 
front within the hour that he received 
her letter asking permission to go. She 
went,'and her going marked an era in 
military hospital work and another in 
the industrial employment of women. 
Miss Nightingale's labors were stupen- 
dous. No one not upborne by a great 
heart and purpose could have endured 
them. 


She possessed a brain for organizing 
unequaled by that of any man in the 
military hospital department of the 
time. In two weeks she had established 
a sick diet kitchen, a laundry, wards 
and beds for 4,000 men and a school- 
room and library for convalescents. 
Every night she went through all the 
wards, and there were six miles of 
these altogether. Critical cases she at- 
tended herself. With a little lamp in 
her hand, night after night she glided 
noiselessly up and down the long lanes 
of cots, careful that no man should 
want anything. The soldiers called her 
first the lady with the lamp, then the 
angel of the Crimea; then thev turned 
their faces and kissed her shadow as it 
passed. 


By and by the angel of the Crimea 
herself was stricken "with camp fever 
and nearly went over the borderland. 
Weeks 'she struggled with - death and 
conquered, to .return.-.-,to her beloved 
:ask of. providing sanitary nursing for 
soldiers. At the close oe the Crimean 
war she ..went back to England. She 
lad saved the. lives' of .thousands of 
soldiers, she had taught the govern- 
ments of 'the world How to construct 
and equip military hospitals and how 


health for life, but that to h«c 
of little consequence. 


There was .no'^ order of merit that., 


could be bestowed on her, as she was 
"only a woman.*' Meii'want the hoh- ' 
or5 for themselves In this world. But • 
bejr queen gave lier a big, costly Jewel' 
arid the sultan of Turkey a turquoiaa 
bracelet.' The people of England raised 
a fund of $250.000 for her, every cent of 
which she turned over to the training, 
school for nurses which «he founded. 


Of all women living today; Florence . 


Nightingale l«the!o"ne most to be loved . 
and honored. After she lost her health' 
in active work she still wrote books on 
sanitation and nursing. Miss Nlghtin-', 
gale is an earnest woman suffragist. •
